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DECISION ON JOINT STIPULATION?

On August 8, 2019, Herman Sanders filed a petition for compensation under the
National Vaccine Injury Compensation Program, B2 U.S.C._§300aa-10, et seq.? (the
“Vaccine Act”). Petitioner alleges that he suffered right shoulder injuries related to vaccine
administration (“SIRVA”) as a result of an influenza (“flu”) vaccine received on November
28, 2017. Petition at 1; Stipulation, filed August 31, 2021, at 1 2-4. Petitioner further
alleges the vaccine was administered in the United States, he experienced the residual
effects of his alleged injury for more than six months, and there has been no prior award
or settlement of a civil action for damages on his behalf as a result of his condition. Petition
at 91 2, 9-11,; Stipulation at 1 3-5. “Respondent denies that petitioner sustained a SIRVA
Table injury; denies that the flu vaccine caused the alleged shoulder injury or any other
injury or condition; and denies that his current condition is a sequelae of a vaccine-related
injury.” Stipulation at [ 6.

Pursuant to the terms stated in the attached Stipulation, | award the following
compensation:

A lump sum of $20,000.00 in the form of a check payable to Petitioner.
Stipulation at I 8. This amount represents compensation for all items of damages
that would be available under Section 15(a). Id.

| approve the requested amount for Petitioner's compensation. In the absence of
a motion for review filed pursuant to RCFC Appendix B, the clerk of the court is directed
to enter judgment in accordance with this decision.3

14, If petitioner should die prior to entry of judgiment. this agreement shall be

voidable upon proper natice to the Court on behalf of cither or both of the partics,

terms of this Stipulatton ar if the Court of Federal Claims Fails to enter judgment in conformity
with 1 decision that is in complete confornuty with the terms ol this Stipulation. then the parties’
settlement and this Stipulation shall be voidable at the sole discretion of either party,

stated and clearly agreed 1o, The partics turther agree and understand that the award deseribed in
this Stipulation may reflect a compronuise of the parties’ respective positions as 1o habifity and.or
amount of damages, and further, that a change in the natuee af the mjury or condition or in the
items of compensation sought, 1s pot grounds w modity or revise this agreement,

Thas Stipulation shall not be construed as an admission by the United Stales or the
Secretary of Health and Human Services that petitioner sustamed a SIRVA Table injury; that the
flu vaceines caused any other mjury; or that his current condition is a sequchie of a vaceine-
related injury.

I8, All nghts and obhgations of petittoner hercunder shall apply egually w
petitroner’s heirs, exceeutors, administrators, successors, and/or assigns.
